Many local people are interested to 
know just what steps the govern­ 
ment has taken in regard to returned 
soldiers /wearing their uniforms and 
the insignia sometimes worn there­ 
on. 
The law authorizes discharged 
soldiers the privilege of wearing the 
uniform such as was issued to them 
while in service but forbids them to 
wear any uniform made by a tailor 
on* other civilian. 
Officers are supposed to wear I he ii 
uniforms 
only 
on 
occasions 
of 
ceremony. 
The wearing 
oi Sam 
Brown 
belts 
by 
officers 
is 
not 
authorized by the United States, but 
the trench caps may be worn by any 
soldier to 
whom they were 
issued 
while in the service. 
formerly the 
soldier was not supposed to wear nis 
uniform more 
than three 
month 
after discharge, but now that they 
are permitted to retain them as per­ 
sonal property they may wear iliem 
a nvtime providing they have the red 
discharge stripe sewed on the sleeve. 
Officers who do not intend return 
mg to the service may wear the 
trench coats and all soldiers are al­ 
lowed to wear the insignia of their 
division or army corps. 
In the 
matter of 
insignia, gob 
stripes are worn on the left arm to 
denote wounds 
received in 
action, 
but when worn oil the right signify 
service overseas, one stripe denot 
ing each six months service.

foreign service under six month- a 
blue chevron is worn on the right 
arm. 
Silver chevrons worn on the 
right arm -ignifv the number o; six 
month- periods served in the I luted 
States.

This stv Ie of furniture had its inception in England. 
Like the 
Grinling Gibbons, it bears the name which was connected with os 
perfect Ton. 
In the early part of the eighteenth century, the Adam 
Brothers, who wero architects and builders, designed numerous 
pieces of furniture for some of the buildings which they planned 
and erected. There was a gradual growth of their efforts and am­ 
bitions in furniture designing, until between 1754 and 1812 the 
Adam style had become a definite and perfected one. 


Their inspiration was mostly from early Roman and I ©mpeiian 
works, but in the execution of their ideas which were drawu from 
others, they purposely omitted ornate and gaudy features. Delicate 
effects were the ones borrowed by these brothers from the

It is noteworthy that these men never built furniture, 
their activities being limited to specifying and dietati ng eomv ru­ 
ing styles.

The lines of the pieces in general are usually sim­ 
ple and graceful, not heavy, not too severe, and on the other 
hand, not too delicate in construction to be practical and useful.

“T he Provisions,” “The Up- 
to-date H osiery and Dry Goods Store,”

It is doubtful if 5 per cent of 
th e prospective custom ers can read 
the signs.

again. 
But we should 
note 
the 
qualifying 
phrase. “ According to the S c r i p t u r e s . 
None of these facts of the Gospel is to 
he interpreted apart from the Scrip­ 
tu re s; 
so. if we would understand 
them, we must turn to the Scriptures 
to see w hat tiu*\ say about them. 
Sum m ing up th** teaching of the 
S criptures concerning th** death of 
C hrist, it is evident that someh *xv. in 
a w ay t fiat we may .not fully compre­ 
hend, C hrist’s den h upon the eroses 
was a sacrifice for sin 
We r*ad: 
“Tile Lord hath laid upon him the in­ 
iquity of us all” (Isa. f* J :0) ; “xvho his 
own self bare our sins In his own body 
oi< th e tree (I Pet. 2:21) : th at Ie* “put 
aw ay sin by the sacrifice of himself 
(Hob. 9:26). 
It is not necessary that 
xvi* should fathom nil that this m eans; 
it is enough, if we know that our sins 
have been atoned for by C hrist’s death 
on th** c ro s s ; that “he is Hie propi­ 
tiation for our sins: ii ml not for ours 
only, hut also for the sins of tile whole 
world!” 
(I John 2:2). 
This, then, is 
Hie great fundam ental fact of the Gos­ 
pel, w ithout which there is no Gospel. 
The second and third fundam ental 
f; cts have to do with the burial and 
resurrection of our L o r d ; and again 
we m ust interpret these by tile Scrip­ 
tures, for tho qualifying phrase is, 
“According to the Scriptures.” 
Now, 
it takes no prolonged study of the 
S criptures to find out the facts con­ 
cerning the burial and resurrection of 
Christ. 
They stand out so prom inent­ 
ly th a t one soon discovers th a t the 
S criptures teach th a t th e dead body 
of our Lord xvns taken from the cross 
and hurled in the tomb, and th a t our 
Lord in his body, which w as dead and 
buried, arose from th e tomb.

may not he the Idea th a t some have

C h rist; but we m ust rem em ber th at 
our qualifying phrase is not, “Accord­ 
ing to our idea?,” b u t “According to 
th** Scriptures.” 
They and they alone 
sire to determ ine and to Interpret these 
facts for us, and w hether we under­ 
stan d them or not, it is nevertheless 
(rue th a t the Scriptures teach the bod­ 
ily burial and resurrection of our Lord. 
Again* we would say th a t it is not 
necessary to our understanding of the 
Gospel th a t we fathom these fa c ts ; it 
is enough for us to know th at they 
are facts, and th a t they are funda­ 
mental to th e Gospel. 
Furtherm ore, J ’aul says of this Gos­ 
pel. that it is the pow er of God unto 
salvation. 
No 
w onder 
he 
is 
not 
asham ed of it4 If i t w ere an impotent 
thing, he m ight well b e ; hut, since it 
is a divine dynamic, there is no need 
of being asham ed of it. 
W e may not 
u nd erstand how It can lie the power 
of God unto salvation, but th a t is of 
little moment, if #lt is his power to 
save men from sin and does save them. 


It is not necessary, however, for us 
to rest upon P au l’d statem ent th at the 
Gospel is the pow er of God; we can 
test it ourselves. Now th a t which will 
prove w hether or not the Gospel is 
pow erful unto salvation is to do th a t 


which will enable it to do its work. 
Paul plainly states w hat this is when 
he say s: “Th** Gospel of Christ is tim 
pow er of God unto salvation to ex or., 
one th at b eliev eth ” 
T h a t which en­ 
ables til*' Gospel to do its xvork In OIH* 
lives is our belief in it, for just as 
is necessary to m ake a connection xx itll 
the dynamo, if we a re to have its po w ­ 
er, so it is necessary for us to m ake 
a connection w ith the Gospel if v 
are to experience its pow er in our 
lives. 
Tin* connection is faith in til * 
Gospel, and it is therefore itnportar* 
th a t we understand just w hat Baul 
m eans when In* says “to everyone th t 
believeth.”

SEVEN HUN SP IE S 
SHOT IN GREAT BRITAIN 


Another Was Hanged and Many More 
Are Serving Prison 
Terms. 


London.—In the possession of a 
sergeant-major of the British military 
foot police is a peculiarly made leath­ 
er strap—or, rather, a series of straps 
—for 
which 
Madame 
Tussaud’s 
doubtless would pay a large sum of 
money. 
It Is the strap with which German 
spies caught in this country and con­ 
demned to death were fastened in a 
special cliuir at th** Tower of London 


prior to being shot. Hike a Wise 'man, 
the 
sergeant-major 
had 
the 
strap 
made,to his own design and paid for 
it with his own money. 
It is to him 
a priceless relic of the groat war. 
Germany’s 
vaunted 
spy 
system, 
like the overboomed German navy 
hardly realised expectations. 
There 
were, it Is true, a great UMinj>spies in 
England, both before and after the 
wai acting on behalf of the kaiser. 
Most of them Were neutrals, and came 
originally 
from 
South 
American 
states. 
The British secret service resem­ 
bled its magnificent navy. 
It did its 
work as silently and effectively, and 
the necessary reticence observed as to 
its doings contributed’ very materially 
to the discomfiture felt by the Ger­ 
man government owing to tho mis­ 
leading information which “fell 
Into 
German hands. 
Mythical Barrage in Channel. 
As a matter of fact, the naval in­ 
telligence department, under Rear Ad­ 
miral 
Hall, 
acting 
in 
conjunction 
with the censor’s department.^ provid­ 
ed false Information to the Germans, 
an instance being the mythical Strait 
of Dover submarine barrage reveak*d 
by Sir Roger Keyes. 
Nearly all Germany’s spies in this 
country attempted to forward their 
information by post. 
But thinks to 
the censor’s staff it was rarely these 
letters, even although written in in­ 
visible ink, went undetected. 
All spies were not arrested imme­ 
diately they were detected. The Brit­ 
ish secret service, ever considerate, 
allowed them to send an*! receive let­ 
ters and collect information, but it re­ 
served the privilege of opening th** 
correspondence both ways and mak­ 
ing alterations likely to be of more 
use to the allies than to Germany. 
It is difficult to estimate^ the value 
of the information obtained by this 
method. The Hun, with his profound 
disrespect for British finesse, prob­ 
ably never will believe that Britain 
could be guilty of such astuteness. 
It is certain that Germany obtained 
very little that was useful from her 
spies in England. 
From the outbreak 
of war the ports were too carefully 
watched to permit of much leakage. 
Up and down the east and south­ 
west coasts of England were, how­ 
ever, many “hydros.” palatial hotels. 
built right on the sea. with large cop­ 
per domes twinkling brightly for many 
miles out at sea. 
And the manager 
was often a German. 
Eight German spies were executed 
in this country, while many more are 
undergoing long terms of penal servi­ 
tude. 
For obvious reasons the names 
of many never were revealed. 
The 
imperial 
government 
continued 
to 
communicate 
with 
them 
blissfully 
unaware that their agents had gone 
to a bourne from which not even a 
German spy returns. 
Th** British se­ 
cret service kindly acted as the spy’s 
deputy. 
Executed in Tower. 
The execution of these spies is nat­ 
urally an unpleasant subject, hut none 
the less interesting. 
After the secret 
trial and condemnation to death the 
spy was taken to the tower, there to 
await the dread summons in the early 
hours of the morning. 
Taken from 
his cell by a party of military police 
the spy was strapped to a chair in a 
quadrangle of the tower. 
There, fac­ 
ing him, about ten paces distant, was 
a firing party, usually eight men, from 
the battalion of guards on duty at the 
tiP'.e. 
A low instruction from the officer 
in command to aim at the heart, a 
sharp order “Fire!” a burst of flame, 
and the crack of eight rifles had end 
cd the career of another of Germany s 
tools. 
One spy was hanged at Wormwood 
Scrubs 
prison; 
seven 
others 
were 
shot. 
The hanging cost about $100, 
and. coming to the conclusion that it 
would be just as effective, to say noth­ 
ing of considerably cheaper, it was 
decided to shoot all spies at the tow­ 
er. 
Eight cartridges at three cents 
each was a much more appropriate 
valuation of a German. 
Of the female spies much doubt­ 
less will he written by fiction writers 
of the future. Like the men, they suc­ 
ceeded in getting comparatively little 
information of value out of the coon 
try. Most of them, neither young nor 
beautiful like the spy of the story 
writer, are languishing behind prison 
walls and will remain tiiere for some 
years to come 
British chivalry for­ 
bade th ar execution.
